Giv e Leaders 
To Nebraska

“Lincoln as a center cf culture 
and learning must look ahead and 
furnish leadership for the state,” 
Dr. Gilbert S. Willey, superintend­ 
ent of Lincoln schools, told 500 
members of teaching and adminis­ 
trativ e staffs Friday morning at 
the Ev erett school auditorium. 
Most important single factor in 
keeping a city in public leadership 
is educational leadership, Dr. Wil­ 
ley said. He urged this leadership 
not be lost through indifference or 
complacency to education. 
Dr. Willey outlined in his ad­ 
dress, “ Education Leads the Way 
As Lincoln Looks Ahead,” eight 
conditions necessary to maintain 
this leadership:

5 Broadening of educational 
facilities to reach all children 
of Lincoln, especially the handi­ 
capped child. 
6. Increased school support in 
financial and other needs such 
as leacher salaries and increased 
facilities for handicapped chil­ 
dren. 
7. Co-operation with the v ari­ 
ous community agencies inter­ 
ested in education. A forerunner 
of this work is the Adult Educa­ 
tion council. Also suggested was 
a Citizens Committee cm Educa­ 
tion to counsel and inform the 
citizen about his schools. 
8 . Maintenance of wholesome
